Old English Histerienl Decuments Unearthed.

The first report of the Royal Commission
on Historical Manuscripts just laid before
Parlisment containg some very curions infor-
mation on the snbject of documents, for the
most part either wholly nnknown or all but
forgotten, which have been preserved in the
basement story of the House of Lovds. T'ioy
have been, as it were, buried for ages, fur no
one, except some of the officers of the House
of Lords, appears to have had any knowledge
of their existence, and, as the commissioners
state, their discovery is certainly no slight
acquisition to the historical student, throwing,
as they do, additional light on several impor-
tant passages in English history. Among
other papers, for instance, the commission
tave found the original letter, wholly in the
handwriting of Charles 1, addressed to the
House of Lords in May, 1641, recommending
that the Earl of Strafford be imprisoned
rather than executed, *“‘althongh e
(the XKing) had satisfied the justice
of the kingdom by the passing of
the bill of attainder ngainst the earl,” Some
of the nlterations in the letter are ourions,
showing the King's desire to save Strafford
by an exercise of Ioyal prerogalive of par-
don withont asking a favor of the Parliament.
The letter in question will be rememberedfas
the one which contains the remarkable post-
geript:—**If he must die, it were a charity to

reprieve him till Saturday.” These words |

geem to have been added, and the alterations
abovealluded tomade some time after the letter
was written, It seems that the Peers offered
to return into the King's hands the letter
itself which he had sent: but he answered,
*‘My lords, what 1 have written to you, I shall
be content it to be registered by you in your
Ilouse. In it you see my mind. I know you
will use it to my honor.” And yet, as the
commissioners observe, this letter has been
to all intents and purposes lost for years, and
only just recovered! Another interesting
document nnearthed by the Commissioners is
an original petition from Laud while im-
prisoned in the Tower; but  per-
haps the most curious of the discoveries
made by them is that of the original manu-
script of the Book of Common Prayer, which
was annexed to the statate 13 and 14 Car. 2,
¢. 4, Thishadnotbeenseen since 1524, and was
supposed to have been lost or destroyed when
the Houses of arlinment were burned. The
history of the compilation of this book is
sufficiently eurious to deserve a few words of

assing notice, As is well known, the Par-

inmentary Commissioners, in 1645, issued an | : :

order abolishing the Book of Common
Prayer, and King Charles II, upon his resto-
ration, lost no time in restoring the worship
sanctioned by the Acts of Uniformity of Ed.
ward VI and Quneen Elizabeth. Commis-

sioners were appointed in 1601 to review the |

Book of Common Prayer, and to compare it
with *‘the most anciont liturgies” used by
the Church *“in the primilive and purest
times,” and to prepare such alterations and
additions as were requisite. Both Houses
were engaged on the subject at the same
time, The Commons appointed a committes
to make search whether these the origi-
nal Dooks of Liturgy annexed to the act
passed in the reign of Edward VI were
still extant. They selected a Prayer Book
printed in 1604 to be attached to the bill they
were preparing for an Act of Uniformity, pro-

vided the Book of Edward VI could not be |

fonnd. While the Commons were thus en-
gaged the king sent to the House of Lords
the Book prepared by his Commissioners ap

pointed by letters patent on Mareh 25, 1661,
and of which he approved. The Lords there-
upon directed the Book in question to ho
delivered to the Hounse of Commons, to
whom, therefore, two BDooks were submitted.
The bill passed both IHouses and became law,
It appears that, besides the documents above
alluded to, many more have been discoverad
of great worth and importance. ‘High praiso
is bestowed by the Commission on the pro-
ceedings of Sir John Shaw Lefevre, who has
caused the sorting and arrangement of the
papers to be begun; and there would appear
to be every chance that further documents of
great value are still to be discovered among
the hitherto almost unexplored mass of mis.
cellaneous papers in the Honse of Lords.

FASHION IN FUNERALS.

The New York correspondent of the Cin-
cinnati Chronicle gives these funereal items;—

‘““I'here is a story told of the renowned Mr.
Brown, of Grace Church, which illustrates
the state of feeling here with regard to bu-

We will
make the funerals as fashionable and attrac-
tive as possible.’

“At a fashionable funeral in New York
there is as mmuch show, and as much to be
seen, as at o fashionable party. The flowers
often cost guite as large snns as they do for
an evening party. ‘I cannot afford to die in
New York; it would ruin my family to bury
e there,” I heard a gentleman say, A ‘hand-
some funeral’ is an event, and talked of and
dressed for as is a handsome party, and for
the same reason—'‘one meets all one's friends
there." Not long since o lady who had been
two years married died. Bhe was young,
handsome, and amiable, and her friends loved
her. Her parents were in moderate circam-
stances, her husband a Government elerk, and
getting a good salary. The funeral wasa
show ocecasion. Her bridal dress, with ita rich
lace overskirt, wag produced and remodelled
by a fashiopable mantus-maker; this was
forced upon her cold, stift form. A hair-
dresser was procured to dress her hair and
grrange the bridal veil and erange blossoms.
Then the corpse was placed in a magoificent
casket, the room was decorated with flowers,
the costliest blossoms were woven into urns
and wreaths, and crosses and anchors, and
dispersed about the walls; the shutters were
closed nnd the gas lighted. Then the crowds,
who had heard of these preparations and of
this mockery of woe, were admitted, and
passed in to gaze upon the still, pale form
there,

“After it was over the husband discoversd
that a year's salary would hardly pay the cost
of this ‘handsome funeral.”

WHATTHEY EAT AND DRINKINSPAIN.,

“Beer drinking has of late become rather
popular in Seville, where a brewery, with a
room for the entertainment of retail pur-
chasers, is much frequented. The brewer is
f German, and the produce of his industry is
of that ‘lager beer' kind which, under one
name or another, is so familiar to Europe
and America, There is, however, a way of
dealing with it, which is not, I think, com-
mon out of Spain. A small bottle, with an
equal guantity of lemonade, is ponred into a
bowl and then served into glasses with a
Indle. 'The mixture is on the same principle
as that composed of ale and ginger beer on
which cockneys confer the appellation of
‘ehandy gaft."”

A CANDIDATE FOR ODLIVION,

A decrse had been made
in 1613, by King James, delineating the
boundaries between the lands given to the
first Lord Baltimore,and those adjudged to his
Majesty (afterwards to William Penn), which
divided the tract between the Delaware bay
and the Iastéern sea on one side and the
Chesapeake on the other, by a line equally
intersecting it, drawn from Cape Henlopen
to the fourth degree of north Iatitude. A
decree in chancery rendered the king's decree
But the situation of Henlopen
became long a subject of serious, protracted,
and expensive litigation, particularly after
tLhe death of Penn, in 1713, aud of Lord Bal-
timore in 1714, till John and Richard and
Thomas Penn (who had become the sole pro-
prietors of the American possessions of their
father, William), and Cecilias Lord Baltimore,
grandson of Charles, and great-grandson of
Cecilins, the original patentee, entered into
an agreement on the 10th of May, 1772, To
this sgreement a chart was appended which
pacertained the site of Cape Henlopen, and

ronning westward from that cape to the
exact middle of the peninsula. Lord Balti-
more became dissatisfied with this agreement,
and he endeavored to invalidate it. Chaucery
suits, kingly decrees, and proprietary argu-
ments followed, which eventually produnced
the appointment of commissioners to run the
temporary line. This was effected in 1730,
But the cause in chancery being decided in
1750, new commissioners were appointed,
who could not, however, agree, and the ques-
tion remained open till 1761, when the line
was run by Messrs, Mason and Dixon.
